Claims 66-77, 88-97 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now 
subject to being rejoined.

Prior arts of record does not disclose a device for detecting the pattern of 
polynucleic acid hybridization to a surface. The device comprises: a nucleic acid chip 
holder, a light source, wherein the sampling position is a position that places the sample 
surface of the chip in a well defined spatial relationship relative to the electronic light 
detector array so that the source light that touches a chip address on the sample 
surface is substantially directed to substantially one detector pixel with an address that 
is correlated to the chip address which structurally arranged and functionally operated 
as claimed in claims 1,27,41,67,88.
